Government are pleased to add the followings also in the provisions at 
items (1) , (2 ) and (3) of para V of the G. O. read as first paper above. 

V (1) If any one in the first 25 in the merit list declines the State 
Scholarship the Scholarship so vacated will be reallocated to the next candidate 
in the rank who is otherwise eligible to get the Scholarship but for higher 
income of the parent guardian . 

V (2) If any one in the first six in the merit list of Arts group, GF 
the first six in the merit list of Science group or the first three in the merit 
list of Commerce group declines the State Scholarship the Scholarship,so 
group who is otherwise eligible for the Scholarship but ft bi her income of 
the parent/guardian . 

V (3 ) If the candidate who secures first rank in the merit lists of each 
subject declines the State Scholarship the Scholarship so vacated will be 
awarded to the next candidate in the merit list in the respective subject 
provided he/she is otherwise eligible to get the scholarship but for higher 
income of the parent/guardian . 

This order will have effect from the beginning of the academic year 
1968-69.

CHAPTER 11 

REGISTRY OF LAND 
5. Assignment of land on registry . The lands allotted to the colonists 
for settlerrent under the Wynad Colonisation Scheme may be assigned to 
them on registry in accordance with these rules. 

6. Extent of land to be assigned. -- (1) The extent of land that may be 
assigned on registry in favour of a colonist shall ordinarily be the actual 
extent of land originally allotted to him from the colony at the time of 
settlement: 

Provided that where the extent ofdry land held by a colonist is in excess 
of or is less than the original extent of land allotted to him such excess or 
shortage upto 40 47 ares shall be ignored and the actual extent of land shall 
be assigned to him : 

Provided further that in the case of dry land on which valuable improve 
ments have been made by the colonist by planting coffee, pepper, tea , 
rubber , cardamom , cinchona, arccanut or coconut or by way of construction 
of buildings an excess of - 

(a ) 80 94 ares where the extent of the land originally allotted to a 
Colonist was 2.025 hectares (5 acres) or less ; or 

(b ) three acres (1.215 hectares) where the extent of land originally 
allotted was more than five acres (2.025 hectares ) but less than seven acres ; 
(2.835 hectares) or 
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(c) four acres ( 1.620 hectares) where the extent of the land 
originally allotted was more than sevel acres (2.835 hectares) shall be 
assigned to him ; 

(2) Where the shortage of land is in excess of the extent mentired in 
the first proviso to sub-rule (1), the shortageshall be made good by assign 
ment of suitable lande, if available , after conducting such enquiries as may 
be deemed necessary into the cause of the deficiency in extent and if the 
Administrative Officer is satisfied that the deficiency in extent was not on 
account of the default of the colonist . 

(3) . In cases referred to in sub- rule (2 ), pattayam shall be issued to the 
colonist in the first instance for the actual extent in his possession as disclosed 
from the survey records and a supplementary pattayam shall be issued as 
and when other suitable lands are found available and the colonist found 
eligible for assignmert of additonal lands. 

(4) Where the extent of wet land in the possession of a colonist is in 
excess of or less than the extent of land originally allotted to him , upto 50 
cents (20.2345 ares) shall be allowed irrespective of the extent of trad 
originally allotted , and pattayam shall be issued for the actual extent if it 
falls within the margin referred to above . 

(5 ) The provisions of sub -rules ( 2) and (3 ) shall as far as may be 
apply to the cases referred to in sub -rule (4) where the extent of land a 
actual possession is less than the extent of land originally allotted. 

(6 ) Possession of lands by any colonist in excess of the limits refcind to 
in sub -rules (1) and (4) shall be treated as objectio able encroachmçits and 
shall be dealt with accordingly . 

7. Maximum extentwhich may be assigned to non- colonists.- (1) Where 
any person or family in occupation of lands included in the Wind 
Colonisation Schemeunder a lease , whether current or time expired , or by 
way of encroachment not considered objectionable by the Administrative 
Officer such land shall, subject to the provisionsof sub-rules (2) and (3), be 
assiged to him or it. 

(2) The extent of land that shall be assigned on registry in favour of 
a single person or family , who or which is not a colonist, for personal cuiti 
vation by him or the members of the family shall not ordinarily cared 
5 acres . 

(3) When a person or family owns or holds any land over which he 
or it has proprietory right or has fixity of tenure, only the balance extent of 
land necessary to make up the extent admissible under sub -rule (2) shall be 
assigned to him or it on registry . 

8. Authority competent to assign lands. - The Administrative Ollicer shall 
be the authority competentto assign lands under these rules. 

9. Issue of Patlayams to Irgal heirs of deceased Colorists --- (1) Where a 
colonist has died before the commencement of these rules, assignment on 
registry shall be made in the names ofall the legal heirs jointly or in the 


naine of the nominee of the deceased colonist or the person substituted as the 
colonist, after co ducting such enquiries as the Administrative Officer may 
cotrider necessary. 

(2) Whe e al cal reside it colonist has died before the commence 
ment of these rules, the registry shall be made jointly in the names of all the 
legal heirs after conducting such enquiry as the Administrative Officer may 
co: sider nccessary in cach case . 

10. Issue of Pattayams after partition of allotted lands.- (1). In cases 
fallinia urder rule 9, if the lands to be assigned on registry have been parti 
tioned among the legal heirs before the commencen ent of these rules and 
shall be issued in the names of all such legal heirs. 
such partition is valid in other respects, a joint pattayam for the entire lands 
*** 

(2) Partitions of allotted lands effected by a colonist shall be treated 
as null and if any person other than the colonist in possession of such allotted 
lands uncer such partition shall be treated as an encroacher for all purposes 
of these rules; and the provisions of rule 7 shall apply to assignments to such 
ens oachers. 

11. Illegal ta lsactions effected by colonists.- (1) Any colonist who has 
trava ered his rights in the lands allotted to bim by way of sale , gift , mort 
zage, hypothecation or lease shall no. be granted any pattayam , 

(2 ) colonist referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be removed from the 
list col nists if not already done and the occupant of the land at the com 
mement of these rules shall be treated as an encroacher for all purposes 
of these rules; and the provisions ofrule 7 shall apply to assignments to such 
citcroachers. 

(3 ) A colonist who has not been declared asa deserter may be. 
granted pattayam to the extent of the land in his occupation . 

(4) A colonist who has been declared as a de erter but who is 
occupying the land shall be treated as an encroacher for all purposes of these 
rules; and the provisions of rule 7 shall apply to assigments to such 
encroachers. 

12. Colonists who have taken Loans from Coffee Board to hypothecate lands. 
In he case of a colonist who has taken a loan from the Coffee Board , 
paita, am shall be issued only after he produces a no objection certificate from 
the Coffee Board or hypothecates to the Coffee Board for the amounts duc 
to it, the land in respect of which the pattayam is to be granted . 

13. Conditions of assignment.- (1) Land assigned on registry shall be 
heritable and alienable . 

(2) An assignment on registry shall be liahle to be cancelled within 
a period of five years from the date of assignment if it is found that the 
asigoment was grossly inequit.ble or was made under a mistake of factor 
owing to wrong representation of facts or in excess of the limits of the powers 
delegated to the assigning autho: ity or that there was an irregularity in the 
procedure for such assignment. 
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(3) An assignment on registry shall also be subject to the conditions 
specified in the order of assignment . 

(4) In the event of cancellation of the assigoment of any land on 
registry, the assignee shall not be entitled to any compensation for improve 
ments made by him on that land. 

(5) The authority competent to order the cancellation of an assign 
ment on registry shall be the authority which made the assignment or one 
superior to it. 

(6 ) No assignment on registry shall be cancelled under these rules 
without giving the party affected thereby a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard . 

14. Order of assignment and issue of pattayam .- ( 1) An order of a sign 
ment on registry shall be issued in Form i . 

( 2 ) Where the assignment is made subject to survey and demarcation 
of the extent assigned, the Administrative Officer may , after the completion 
of the survey and demarcation,make the necessary alterations in the survey 
and sub -division number and the extent shown in the pattayam . 

(3) A pattayam shall be issued in Form II. 

(4 ) Where arrears of land revenue or any sum in lieu thereof, inclus 
ding prohibitory assessment, fines and arrears of lease amount, in respect of 
the land assigned is payable to the Government, the arrears outstanding on 
the date of assignment or an amount equal to the basic tax due on the land 
for the period commencing on the 1st April , 1961, or for the period of actual 
occupation , whichever is less, shall be collected from the assignce: 

Provided that in th : case of colonists, basic tax shall be realised 
only for the period commencing on the 1st April of the financial year in 
which the assignment on registry has been made. 

(5) "The land assigned on registry shall also be subject to general taxes 
and local rates payable under any law for the timebeing in force. 

(6 ). The assignee shall remit arrears of taxes, cesses and other amounts 
due from him and the land value, tee value and other charges leviable under 
these rules within six months from the date of the order of assignment on 
registry : 

Provided that the Administrative Officer may, on application , 
for reasons to be recorded in writing , allow payment of land value , tree value 
and other charges leviable under these rules in half-yearly instalments not 
exceeding four in number : 

Provided further that the District Collector upto a period of two 
years from the date of the order of assignment on registry, and the Board of 
Revenue for periods exceeding two years from such date , may, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, condone the delay in the payment of land value, tree 
value and arrears of taxes and cesses and other charges due from the assignees : 
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Provided also that an assignee shall not cut and remove the trees from 
the land assigned before such dues are paid without the previous permission 
in writing of the Administrative Officer : 

Provided also that before granting such permission, the Administrative 
Officer may direct the assignce to remit the estimated value of the trees 
sought to be cut and removed . 

15. Certain colonists to be given timber for house construction :-Every colonisk 
who is entitled to assignment inder these rules and to whom timber has not 
been given before the date of commencement ofthese rules free of cost, shall 
be entitled , in accordance with the provisions of rule 16 , timber other than 
teak, blackwood ( tosewood ), ebony and sandalwood for the purpose of 
constructing a house in the allotted lands or for repairing or improving a 
bouse already constructed therein . 

16. Land value and other dues to be paid :-(1) The land value payable 
under sub -rule (6 ) of rule 14 shall be at the following rates: 

Dry land - Ks. 40 per acre/40-47 ares 
Wet land (including reclaimed lands) - Rs. 75 per acre/40 47 ares. 

(2) The assignce shall also be liable to pay the value of the trees, 
plants and vines, if any, standing on the land at the timeof assignment, at 
the scigniorage rates for the timebeing in force and subject to the following 
conditions:

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(4 ) Where assignment on registry. is made subject to survey and 
demarcation of the extent assigned , costof survey and demarcation shall be 
recovered from the assignee at the following rates : 

(a ) Survey charges - Three rupees per acre /40-47 ares or fraction 

thereof;

(5 ) No land value shall be recovered from assignees who are colonists 
or who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, and no 
survey and demarcation charges shall be recovered from assignees belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes . 

17. Application for assignment.-- (1) Application for assignment of land 
under these rules shall be made to the Administrative Officer in Form III. 

(2) An application under sub -rule (1) shall bear a Court Fee Stamp 
of the value of 75 paise : 

Provided that applications from persons belongiog to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes shall be exempt from affixing such stamp . 

18. Enquiry to be held.- (1) Before considering an application for 
assignment of land, the Administrative Officer shall publish 
under 
his signature inviting objections in writing from interested persons to the 
assignment of the land on registry. 

(2 ) The notice under sub-rule (1) shall be in Form IV and shall give 
a minimum period of fifteen days from the date of publication for preferring 
objections. 

(3) The notice shall be published in the Village Office and in the 
Office of the Administrative Officer, and such publication shall be deemed 
to be sufficient for the purposes of these rules . 

(4 ) If no objections or claims are preferred within the period speci. 
fied in the notice, the Administrative Officer may assign the land after such 
enquiries as he deems fit. 

(5 ) In cases where objections or claims have been preferred within 
the period specified in the notice , the Administrative Officer shall enquire 
into those objectionsand claims in such manner as he thinks fit and if on 
such inquiry, he finds them to be not valid , he shall reject them and pro 
ceed with the registry . 

(6) If it appears to the Administrative Officer that the objections 
and claims referred to in sub -rule (5 ) are valid , he shall conduct further 
enquiries in each case and pass such orders in writing as he deems fit. 

19. Issue of order of assignment on registry:-(1) The order ofassignment 
on registry shall be served on the assignee either in person or by registered 
post acknowledgement due. 
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20. App al to the District Collector.- (1) An appeal shall lie to the 
District Collector againstan order passed under these rules by the Admini 
strative Officer or any Officer authorised under rule 23 to exercise the 
powers or perform the functions of the Administrative Officer. 

(2 ) The appeal under sub-rule (1) shall be presented within thirty 
days from the date of receipt by the appellant of the order appealed against: 

Provided that the District Collector may admit an appeal after the said 
period of thirty days if he is satisfied that the appellant was prevented by 
sufficient cause from presenting the appeal within that period. 

(5) No appeal shall be admitted unless it is duly stamped and is 
accompanied by the original decision or order appealed against or a certified 


copy thereof. 


(4) The appellare authority may confirm , vas y or cancel the decision 
or order appealed against. 

(5 ) No decision or order prejudicial to any person shall be made in 
appeal, without giving that person a reasonable opportunity of being heard . 

21. Ruision by Board of Revenue. - The Board of Revenue may cither 
suo motu or on application, revise, cancel or alter any order passed by the 
Administrative Officer or the Officer referred to in sub-rule (1) of rule 20 or 
the District Collector under these rules: 

Provided that no proceedings in this behalf shall be initiated by the 
Board after the expiry of two ears from the date ofsuch order and no order 
prejudicial to any person shall be passed by the Board of Revenue under this 
rule without giving that person a reasonable opportunity of being heard . 

22. Registers and Accounts to bemaintained . The registers and accounts 
necessary for the purpose of these rules shall be duly maintained by the 
Administrative Officer or any person authorised by him in that behalf. 

( The Administrative Officer shall maintain a register showing the 
lands assigned in each block under the Wynad Colonisation Scheme, with 
particulars of the assignee, extent, and such other details asmay be specified 
by the Collector. 

23. Recovery of Government dues.- All amounts due to the Government 
under these rules from the assignec and other amounts due to the Govern 
ment by way of repayment of any loan a Ivanced by the Government to the 
assignee or any of his predicessors-in - interest shall be a first charge on the 
land assigned and may in case of default, be recovered as if they are arrears 
of public revenue due on land under the Revenue Recovery Act for the time 
being in force. 

24. Del gation of powers of Administrative Officer. - The Government

AWARD 
This Industrialdispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G.ORT. No. 879/69/LSWD 
dated 2-5-1969. The issues referred for adjudication are as follows : 

" 1. Revision of wages and D. A. 

2. House Rent allowance. 
3. Servant all wance. 
4 . Gratuity scheme. 
5 . Enhancer Provident Fund Contributions. 

6. Stenographer s allowance." 
2. The case set up in the clarification statement submitted by the 
Estates Staff Union of South India is as follows : 

Issue No. 1 : Rvision of wages and D. A : The salary and D. A. now 
given to members of staff of M /s. A. V. George & C mpany Group ( Planting 
Section ) is very low compared to the scales of pay prevalent other planting 
companies. There is no reason why this Management should give such a 
low salary to the staff when their cunterparts are enjoying better emolu 
ments in Companies like Ms. A. V. Thomas & Company Group, the 
Plantation Corporation of Kerala Limited, M /s. Tea Co -operative Society 
Ltd., etc. It is only just and reasonable that they are given salary on a par 
with the other staff members working in other concerns as mentioned above . 

Issue No. 2 - House Rent Allowance : On the plantations of this very same 
Company staff are given free furnished quarters and other benefits like free 
electricity, water etc. Kottayam is a town where housing problem is acute. 
The Government employees are given Government quarters for a nominal 
rent. House rent allowance forms a part of the emoluments paid to 
Government employees. The staff of Plantation Corporation of Kerala at 
Kottayam are also getting all these benefits. Therefore, these employees 
are entitled to get house rent allowance atleast to the tune of 25 % of their 


basic pay . 


Issue No. 3 - Servant Allowance : Just like the staff of the plantations 
who are enjoying servant s aliowance, the concerned staff employed in the 
Head Office are eatitled to get servant s allowance. 

Issue No.4 - Gratuity Scheme : The existing scheme of gratuity of half 
month s basic pay plus D. A. is very inadequate. The rate of gratuity may 
be increased to one month s gross emoluments without ceiling. A person who 
nas put in five years service may be made eligible to get the benefit at such 
rate, 
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Issue No.5 - Enhanced Provident Fund Contribution : The present rate of 
81/3 % of ba ic pay plus D. A. is inadequate and the rate may be enhanced 
to 10 % of the totalcmoluments. 

Issue No. 6 - Stenographers Allowance : In the Plantation Industry also , 
just like in the various other industries, the Stenographers and Typists are 
the stenographers and typists employed in the Head Office of this Manage 
ment should not be given a special allowance . The efore, it is payed that 
a special allowance of Rs. 50 - to typists and Rs. 75/- to stenographers may 
be ordered to 

be given by the Management. 
3. The Man igement has filed an elaborate reply statement in which 
they have repudiated all the contentions of the Union under all the issues. 
Throughout the statement the Management has made it clear thatthe Head 
Office staff are not entitled to be treated as the planting staff and so the 
agreement r wage board recommendations of rubber or tea as the case may 
be are not at all binding and applicable to the Head Office st ff . The 
Managementhas also pointed out that the financial capacity of theManage 
ment is not on a par with that of the other Companies mentioned by the 
Union and in fact the capital investments of all the five Companies mention . 
ed in the reference order put together may not be equal to the capital 
investment of one of the Companies of M /s A. V. Thomas and Company 
Limited. Therefore , according to the Management there is no comparison 
of the concerned Company with the Companics mentioned by the Union . 

4. The Union thereafter filed a replication traversing all the conten 
tions putforward by the Management in their reply statement 

5. When the case cameup for evidence the parties submitted that the 
matter was settled out of court and filed a joint memorandum of settlement, 
which is shown below as " Annexure" . Since the terms and conditions of the 
settlement appear to be just and reasonab.e, I pass my award in terms of 
the same and this award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days 
from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette

employed in the Head Office of Ms. Thamarapally Rubber Co. Ltd , 
Kottayam , the Udayagiri Rubber Co. Ltd ; Kottayan, the Nilgiri Tea 
Estates Ltd; Kottayam , the Anandam Rubber Co. Ltd ; and the Kailas 
Rubber Co. Ltd., Kottayam , " a Plantation Work allowance" of 15 (Gfteen) 
per cent of their monthly basic salaries subject to a minimum of Rs.610 per 
month , with effect from the 1st October 1968, as they are doing somework 
which ought to be done by the estate staff in the estates in the respective 
companies. 

2. The above allowance will be in addition to the special allowance 
of 121 per cent of their basic salaries, which they are presently getting . 

3. The Management further agrees to pay Rs. 20 per month to Mr. 
R. Harihara Iyer, with effect from Ist January 1970 as an extra allowance. 

4. When the Estate staffs get a revision of their salaries and allowan . 
ces , after the conclusion of the current E. S. U. S. I./U . P. A. S. 1. Agree 
ment, which expires by the end of 1969, the Management agrees to consider 
an increase in the salaries and allowances of the employees concerned in 
this dispute. 

5 . In view of the above , the staffs and the Estates Staffs Union of 
South India agree to treat the issues regarding (i) Revision of wages and 
D. A .; (ii ) House Rent Allowance ; (iii) Servant Allowance ; (iv ) Steno 
graph r s Allowance and (v ) Enhanced Provident Fund Contribution, 
as settled . 

6. with regard to the issues concerning the Gratuity Scheme, the same 
will be taken up for consideration as soon as the current negotiations between 
the E. S. U.S. I. and U. P. A. S. I. on Gratuity Scheme for the Estate 
Staff is concluded . 

7. The staff who have reached the maximum of their grades as on 
1A -1969 will not be allowed to stagnate , and will be given increments 
on 1-4-1970 . 
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8. The payınents accruing as a result of this settlementwill be imple 
mented on or before 30-11-1969 . 

It is prayed that the Hon ble Tribunal may be pleased to pass an 
award in termsof the above setdement.

By Order No. G. O. Rt. 869/63/LSWD dared 16-11-1968 of the 
Labour and Social Welfare ( H ) Deparueat, Government of Kerala referred 
the following Industrial Dis vue existing between the above parties for 
adjudication . The only issue referred is the following: 

" Closure of Meenakshi Tic Factory, Cheruvannur, Feroke from 
31-5-1968. " 

4. The two Unions have almost raised the same points regarding the 
issue. They say that this Management was ru ving this ne.vly established 
tile factory on a profitable basis and they have also paid bonus during ce·tain 
years. Oa 14-3-1968 the Unions dema:ided paymentof bonus at the rate of 
20 %retaliatory measure they issued a nouce ofclosure saying that they will close 
demar.d and there was a strike. The strike came to a end by the settlement 
date i 10-4-1964 

963 by which theManagementagreed to 
pay bonus at the rate 
of 5% . The work continued in the factory till 3J-3.1963 and on 31-5-1908 
cosed the factory. There was a notice also giving information about this 
closure at the gate. No cumpe.isation was offere i or paid to these workers. 
More over the Managementhave errecced certain machinery even after the 
the fac:ory. Accordig to the union these factswould show that the closure 
was effcced only to victimise the labourers and this is not based oa any valid 
grounds. This is a malafide closure wh ch has been adopted by the 
Management to victimise the workers. Hence they want wages for the 
period of cosure and also an order for reinstatement of these workers. 

3. The Management would say that they were incurring loss and the low 
margin was not sufficient to meet the reaso.able return on the huge capital 
employed by them . The patters after consideration of these lacus decided 
to close dow . the factory and they issued closure notice and they have 
because of the losing nature of the industry. They say that 
resorted to this closure only because if the fi lancial condition and also

intentions. Real.y there is a closure and they had expressed their

This would show that the 
Ma agement was never against trade union activities but when they were 
incurring loss they decided to close down the factory and no motive of victimi 
sation was there. Toc offer to pay compensation was made even at the very 
ouiset and no worker went and received it. So the Management would say 
that the workers are not entitled to any relicf. 

4. The union has examined WWI to WW4 and marked Exts. W1 to W12 :

5. The workers case is that this factory was running on a profitable basis. 
The evidence on record ten lerd by the union witnesses would show hat they 
were paid brus during certain years. The uninn has never askert the 
management topd ce the account book . The Management has prod cod 
the balanc : sheet and p ofit and loss acroint for the year ended 31-3.98. 

This shows that they have incurred a loss of 
Rs. 511 : 16. This documentnaturally wasnot available with the ſanage 

when th 
which they had done on 30-3-1969 by Ext.M4. Therein the reasons for the 
closure ofthe factory are not stated. They say that thev were prepared to 
the c ose of usiness on 30-5-1968. The sccond notice i-sued by the Afanage 
ment is marked as Ext. M5. This is dite 1 30-5-1963. Th ré als they do 

the reasons that compelled them to resort to the closure . Another 
lutter sent by theManagement is marked as Ext. M3 dited 19-6-1968 . In 
that letter they say that the partners were compe led to close down the 
f.ctory because of the financial conditions of the factory. They also say that 
they had re erred abrut this even at the conciliation conferencrs held by the 
Di trict La our Offi er. In this let er th y have also specifically ag eed to 
puy compensation under section 25FFF of the Ind istrial Disputes Act. 

6. At the tiine when the Management issued Ext,M4 the bilan e sheet 
for the narticular year was not available wit them . If their case is that 
even withoutrerring to the balance sheet and profit and lo s account they 
hatthe op,otinity and ability to know the fancial C ndition of the 
factory and if they had a case that thry are closing the factory m.inly 
bectus of the financial condition they they could have stated this reasons 
is that fi et notice itself. In the subseque it notice of closure al o they do not 
say anything about it. The Manageinent had co: fi-rred with the win 
officials in the presence of the labour authorities on 10 4.1968 and they had 
arriv d at a settlement and the same is ma ked as Ext. M15. This sertlement 
makes mention of the closure also. Since para 3 has re erence to this the 
same is seproduced below : 

" Both parties agree that the matter of closure arising out of the 
Doice of the Management dated 10-3-1963 will be discussed in the 
pre e ce of the District Libur Oficer, Kozhikode without in a ny 
way affecting the notice of the Management referred to abwe and 
the notices of the Tile Workers Union dat d 1-4-1968 and the Tile 

and Ceramics Employees Union da cd 8-4-1968." 
There is nothing our cord to show in this case that the Management 
even as carly as 10-4.1963 had told the authorities concerned or the work - rs 
that they were incurring loss and so they are being forced to clme down the 
factory. This para clearly shows that both parties had ag eed to discuss the 
matter of closi e but no di cussion is seen to have taken place. Tie balace 
sheet or p ofit and loss accoin of an establishment for one year alone would 
not give the clear picture of the financialconditon and such document can 
only give the picture as on the date of preparation of the balance sheet and 


profit and loss account. The details of the working of the previous years also 
would be ofmuch help in arriving at a decision that they had no way out 
excepto close down he facro y. If this is to be accepted then two things 
follow : one is that the manager ent could have i roduced the balance sheet 
and profit and loss account for all the e years of their working and prove 
their case and serondly ifthe union has a cise that this management has 
been working profi abi: du ing all these years except in 1967-63 hey could 
have summoned the rangement to produce these documents to show that 
they were actually making profits and that the unions have not done. So it 
can be sately concluded that both part.es have not attempted to prove the 
case set up by them . 

7. In the absence of documents and sufficient evidence this court cannot 
come to a con lu -ion based exclusively on the oral testimoney of witnesses to 
the effect that the Managementhas closed down the factory only because 
of the financial loss incurred by them . 

8 . There is a further case set up by the union to the effect that this 
Management has errec ed cert in machinery just on the eve of closure which 
would show that till then the Management had no deric of closing down the 
factory . It is stated that they have errected a devolving press. What 
actually is the cost of this machine is not cle.r. How exactly this would 
show that there was no bonafides in clis ire is also not clear. if the workers 
have a case that the Management after starting the factory had all 
evidence showing the investments made by the management after the starting 
of the factory. Suppose the management had invested a lot of funds 
expenses of a capit I nature then it can b - safely con luded that they wanted 
to expand it . Suppose the investment in this press alone was very high when 
com , ared with the total investment then also this court coula have coucluded 
that they wanted to go ahead with the produ ti n on a better basis. This 
also the union has not done. So this court c nnot on this basis alone come 
to the conclusion that the closure was effected malafide. 

9. The Union has another case that the Managementhas resorted to this 
closure only to victimise ths workers fir their trade union activities . The 
agcrements marked as Exts. 112 and M13 would show that on previous 
have arrived at setileinents als M 2 is dated 30-10-1967. M13 is da ed 
occasions also these unions had ne otiated with the idanagement and they 
29-6-1967. Tace aa e two settlements arrived at after negotiations by the 
sam unions with 

the Management So it cann t be stated that this manage 
ment surldenly became an anti- trade union management in the year 1968 
that too 

100 inmediately after the negotiated settlemet dated 10-4-1968. 
Even in the last agreernent dated 10-4-1963 they have referred to the 
question of cusure and the samewas left open for discussion at a future date. 
Th- se factors would show that theManagernent was not against trade union 
activities generally. WW ! is the president ofthe factory commitee of the 
Tile Workers Union of this factory. He proves a n mber of documents 
marked on the side of the union and also states their case generally. But 
no where doeshemention that this management has treated this tiade union 


in 
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with the intention of victimising the workers . The other witne ses were also 
not able to say the way in which this Minagement treated the trade unions 
with a view of victimisi g the workers. A general statemettha the closure 
is made only to victiaise the workers cannot be accepted unless their state 
ment is supported by some evidence either oral or 

ocumen ary . MWI 
speaks generally of the agreements ar d also about the negotiat ons conducted 
on toimcr occasi ns. s. I do not find thatthere i justificati n fur arriving 
at a c nc usion that the Mu 

finagement in this case resorted to closure of this 

the purpose of victimisation. It 
that they were motivated by anti-trade union feeling to close down the 
factory . The Uni in counsel referred to the decision of the Supreme Court 
reported on 1969 (I) LLJ 557. There it is held as to lows: 

" The di:cussion of the case-law yeilds the result that the entire set 
of circumscances and facts have to be taken into account while 
endeavo-iring to find out it, in fact, tiere has been a closure and 
the tribunal or the court is not confiael to any particular fact or set 

of facts or circumstances." 
If this is to be applied as a yard stick then this court has to take into 
consideration the entire circumstances that led to the cl sure of the factory . 
It is admitted that this management has not after the clisuse reopened the 
factory in any minner what so ever. There is n allegation to thit effect. 
So there is in effect the closure ofthc e tablishmeat and also the busi.:ess of 
the mana ement as far as this factory is concerned . If that is taken for 
gran ed then the only thing 
to be nore of are the circumstances under 
which they have closed down the factory . The available cir umstances and 
the evidence relating to them have been elaborately discussed . Tnese fats 
made available in this court are not suficient to arrive at a con lusion that 
victimise or harass the workers or the trade union activities. So I find that 
this cannotbe considered as a malafide closure . For the very same reasons 
already discusied I find that this is not a closure effected by themanagement 
on account of unavoidable circumstances beyond the control of the Alanage 
mont. 

10 The next question to be considered is the relief to which the workers 
are entitled as a result of the closure. The Managen ent s cue is that they 
are prepared to pay compensation under Secti in 25 FFF of the Industrial 
Disputes Act and at the very first opprtunity itself they had expressed their 
willingness or desire to do so . In the forse note they intima ed that the 
because the other notice issued and marked as Ext. Mo would show that the 
Officer. By lettemarked as Exily after discussion with the listrict Labour 

M3 they informed their workers about their 
intention to give the compensation under Section 515F of the I: dustrial 
Dispute: Act. So it can be stated that the m .nagement closed the factory 
and took about one month and seventeen days to decide that they should 
pay the compensation under Section 25FFF . 

This can be considered to be 
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considerable delay on the part of the Management. But what is the remedy 
preser beil under such circunstances. The decision reported in 1960 ( IILLJ 
pa e l it is laid down as follows: 

" By the plain intendment of S. 25FFF (1), the right to notice 
and compensation for termination of employment flows from the 
closure of th : undertaking : the clause does not seek to make closure 
effectupon paym :nt of compensation and upon service of notice or 

payments of wages in lieu of notice." 
This clearly shows that the payment of compensation is not a condition 
precedent to closure. 

11. The workers are entitled to one monihs notice or wages in lieu of 
notice in addition to the compensation mentioned under Section 25FFF . 
The workers were g ven notice about the closure and the union represe ta 
tiv s at the conciliation conference raised this and a reference is seen in the 
settlement arrived at on the basis of the conciliation conference. So there is 
no basis in saying that they had no notice. The closure was really effected " 
on 31-5-1968. So they cannot be head to say that there was no notice. 
For these reasons I find that there was notice of cl vsure. Further the relief 
to which th: workers are entitled is only compensation under S-ction 25FFF. 
The details regar ting the length of service and other particulars are contained 
in Ext .W12. This is not disputed by the Man igement. In view of this it 
is ordered that the Management shall pay compensatiun under Section 2 FFF 
to the workers on the basis of the details a ailable in Ext . W12 . It is also 
further ordered that the workers are entitlrd to be reinstated if the Manage 
ment decides to reopen the factory at a future date. 

An award is payed on the terms .pecified above and this award shall 
comeinto force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Govern 
ment Gazette

WHEREAS a Bill to continue the Essential Commodities (Amendment) 
Act, 1964 af ther period has been introduced in Parliament but has 
not yet been passed ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action to give effect to the provisions of the Bill; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : -- 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Essential Commodities (Amendment) Continuance Ordinance, 1969. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Continuance of Act 47 of 1964. The duration of the Essential Commo 
dities (Amendment) Act, 1964 is further extended for the period up to and 
including the 31st day of December, 1971 and accordingly, during the 
operation of this Ordinance, that Act shall have effect subject to themodi 
fication that in section 1 of that Act, in sub -section (3), for the words, 
figures and letters " the 31st day of December, 1969" , the words, figures and 
letters " the 31st day ofDecember, 1971" shall be substituted .
